Cincinnati, O.. Feb. 24. — According 


to his testimony before the committee 
appointed by the state senate to In- 
vestigate the public offices of Cincin- 
nati and Hamilton county. County 
Treasurer 
Hynlcka received 
about 


$20,000 in gratuities for deposit of pub- 
lic funds from various banks. ' 


The committee began its inquiry 


during the morning in a downtown of- 
fice building. The three Democratic 
members of the committee. Senators 
Drake. Espy and Schmidt, were as- 
sisted by-Attorney Philip Roettlnger, 
the two Republicans who had been 
named to serve with them having re- 
signed from membership on the com- 
mittee. Before the testimony of Treas- 
urer Hynlcka several bankers had tes- 
tified to the payment of gratuities to 
various persons connected with the 
county treasurer's office, such pay- 
ments being as an expression of appre- 
ciation for the deposit of public funds. 
None of the witnesses were per- 
ted the advice of attorneys, nor were 
attorneys allowed to represent any of 
the officials whose offices were to be 
Investigated, but the chairman of the 
committee. Senator Drake, announced 
that the order may be revoked later. 


County Treasurer Hynlcka testified 


that he had been treasurer one yeat 
and a half, and deputy treasurer five 
and a half years previously. He said: 
"While I have been treasurer, Mr. 
Schott, the cashier, has bad charge of 
the funds. I should say $3,500,000 is 
the amount collected semi-annually in 
taxes. I should judge four-fifths of this 
Is paid in checks. We deposit them in 
the various banks — In almost every 
bank In Cincinnati. Probably we have 
used more banks during my term than 
In any previous term. - We have not 
deposited currency. The checks are 
received for the accommodation yt the 
public and are deposited for collection 
When we get the Collections we send 
out the receipts. It has been custom- 
ary to hold checks for 10 to 30 days to 
accommodate 
citizens. 
Mr. 
Scbott 


handed me In this term about $15,000 
nr $20,000. I don't know if Mr. Schott 
or anyone else received any money 
from the same source. This money 
was not regarded as public funds. 
It 


was accepted, as I took checks at my 
risk and I was under bonds. I again 
say It was not the county's money. It 
might have been Mr. Hynicka's. He 
was responsible for it. The law pro- 
vides that thu money for tuxes must be 
received In cash.' 


Vice President Edward F. Well of 


the Western German bank testified 
that his bank has usually from$150.000 
to $250,000 of city money on deposit, 
and it is paying 2 per cent Interest on 
the deposit to the present city treas- 
urer. It has always been 2 per cent. 
"At present," he said, "we have $300,- 
000 of county funds. It is a certificate 
Issued In the name of R. K. Hynicka. 
treasurer of Hamilton county. 
We 


never paid any Interest on county 
funds." • 


President Charles Nlckles of the Hel- 


vetia Savings bank testified that he 
had given $340 to Caahler Schott of the 
county treasurer's office to induce him 
to deposit funds in the bank.
